Option Was Expiring

Decision to purchase the land also 
led council to decide to sell three 
U. S. Savings bonds, worth approxi­ 
mately $14,000, that council had been 
holding in reserve as the last of the 
accumulated funds it had gathered 
together over the last 15 years. 
A number of bids were received 
from three local auto dealers on 
council’s proposal to buy a new 
police car. 
List Car Bids 
All of the bids listed different 
specifications for the autos offered.

Gettysburg began May with Its 
smallest bank balance in more than 
15 years—but by the end of the arek 
is scheduled to be in much better 
shape financially. 
John H. Basehore, borough treas­ 
urer, reported the balance in the 
general fund as of May 2 as $1,948 - 
05—the first time the account had 
dipped so low since before World 
j War IL 
But Basehore added that Tax Col­ 
lector J. Herbert Weikert turned In 
approximately $5 500 Monday, rep­ 
resenting early collections of 1958 
taxes. 
In addition, council voted Monday 
I evening at its session in the engine 
I house to convert three bonds, worth 
about $14,000, into cash and place 
the amount into the general fund. 
No Loans To Be Necessary 
The three U. S. bonds, last held 
by council, brought 2% per cent in­ 
terest into the borough and were 
bought during the days when the 
town had more income than outgo. 
Decision to sell the bonds wiped 
out the reserve, and council dis­ 
cussed at some length whether it 
was better to sell the bonds or bor­ 
row money for a short term and 
keep 
the 
reserve 
for 
a 
greater 
emergency. 
Basehore’s report revealed that 
the town was able' to “get through 
April” 
without borrowing 
money, 
and the decision to sell the bonds 
indicated tha it will be able to 
meet May obligations. In anticipa­ 
tion of a possible need t o / addition­ 
al 
need 
for 
additional 
finances, 
council at its April meeting had 
authorised Basehore to borrow up to 
$5,000 if needed. 
Spent $33,751 So Far 
The treasurers report for April 
showed $33,751 83 has been spent 
to operate the community so far 
this year. In April, the bills totaled 
$10,254 68. 
April expenditures included $845.- 
56 for general government, $4,493.-

The court held that while a per­ 
son over 18 caught in some crime is 
no longer eligible for Juvenile court 
action, a person who is put under 
juvenile authorities before she is 18 
remains under jurisdiction of the 
juvenile court until she is 21. The 
law holds that “contributing to 
delinquency” also means aiding 
and abetting a ward of the court 
in violating the rules and regula­ 
tions laid down for her.

whether we want to keep the buses 
in town or not.

Councilmen discussed an occasion 
when a bus pa-ked in front of 
Christ Church instead of in the 
regularly assigned spaced in front 
of The Shetter House on a Sunday 
morning. The burgess’ report showed 
that cars were in the assigned park­ 
ing space when the bus arrived and 
that the bus backed into its regular 
spot as soon as it could under Sun­ 
day traffic conditions. 
Rumor Denied . 
There wpre allegations that local 
per ns who had packed their cars 
in the parking spa^e. preventing 
the bus from using it, had done 
so 
“to 
aggravate 
the situation. 
When thev saw the bus pulling in 
in front of the church they stood 
across thp street and 
laughed.” 
Others h°ld there was no truth to" 
that “rumor. Actually they pulled 
into thp bus parking space in order 
to go across the .street to buy a 
paper and left as soon as they 
could.” 
"Our traffic problem as every one 
knows is not a simple one,” Burgess 
Plank told council. “Many of our 
business places have hardships from 
which understandably they are seek­ 
ing relief.” 
The suggestions and communica­ 
tions the buggess turned over to 
council included letters from the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Travel 
Council, 
the 
Battlefield 
Guides, 
Minters store and a half dozen or 
more individuals. 
Reports Hardship* 
The April 21 conference brought 
out. the burgess said, problems of 
both retail merchants who have a 
problem of parking between de­ 
liveries and contractors who need 
space to park while performing 
services or while making purchases 
at supply stores, 
“Everyone of these businessmen 
has a hardhip not of his own mak­ 
ing but largely the result of the 
physical layout of our downtown 
area and the steady Increase in traf­ 
fic,” the burgess pointed out. He 
also noted his “sworn duty” to en­ 
force present borough ordinances 
until they are changed by council. 
He expressed his thanks to all 
groups and individuals who have 
offered suggestions on the parking 
and traffic problems. He said all 
suggestions are being given con­ 
sideration.
